Major brush fire destroys 
homes in Spryfield area

Plumes of smoke filled the 
skies above Halifax 
Regional Municipality as 
residents were forced out 
of their homes Thursday 
as a brush fire swept 
through one of the city’s 
outlying communities. 

Divisional Capt. Dave 
Meldrum of Halifax Re¬ 
gional Fire and Emer¬ 
gency Service said crews 
started re¬ 
sponding to 
smoke and 
flames in the 
Spryfield 
area early in 
the after¬ 

noon. By din¬ 
nertime, he 
said there 

were about 
20 fire trucks 
and 60 fire 
fighters still 
battling the 
blaze, with 
“several” 
homes im¬ 
pacted by the 
wind-fuelled 
force. 

Although 
the Canadian 
Red Cross 
said at least 


Cause unknown 

• Divisional Capt. Dave Mel¬ 
drum of Halifax Regional 
Fire and Emergency Service 
couldn't say whether Thurs¬ 
day's blaze was a continua¬ 
tion from a fire in the same 
area Wednesday evening, 
or "a second fire." 

• He said crews fought the 
Wednesday fire for about 
three hours, with a Depart¬ 
ment of Natural Resources 
helicopter dumping water 
on a 20-hectare patch of 
land between Roachs Pond 
and McIntosh Run. It was 
believed that that blaze was 
caused by human activity. 


a dozen 
homes had been damaged 
or destroyed by Thursday 
night, Meldrum said no 
major injuries or missing 
persons had been report¬ 
ed. He said crews made 
progress as the wind died 
down and humidity im¬ 
proved, but added “this 
thing is not yet consid¬ 
ered under control.” 


But by 9 p.m., another 
fire department spokesman 
said the blaze was mostly 
under control, adding resi¬ 
dential areas were no 
longer at risk. 

The Red Cross said near¬ 
ly 330 homes around Her¬ 
ring Cove Road and Pur¬ 
cells Cove Road near Fer¬ 
gusons Cove were evacu¬ 
ated. Displaced residents 
were welcome to seek 
shelter at the Captain 
William Spry Community 
Centre on Kidston Road, 
where the or¬ 
ganization’s 
emergency 
response 
team was on 
hand to help. 

Natural Re¬ 
sources 
spokes¬ 
woman Jen¬ 
nifer Gavin 
said the 
provincial 
department 
supplied 
three heli¬ 
copters and 
ground 
crews Thurs¬ 
day, while 
three water 
bombers 
were brought 
in from New 
Brunswick to assist. 

Paramedics and police 
also responded. 

It wasn’t long ago that 
local emergency crews re¬ 
sponded to another major 
brush blaze. Last spring, a 
forest fire that started 
in Porters Lake forced 
thousands of people in 
the area to flee their 
homes.

Conspiracy claims 
not seen as true 

swine flu Dead pigs in 
China, evil factory farms 
in Mexico and an al-Qai- 
da plot involving 
Mexican drug cartels are 
a few wild theories seek¬ 
ing to explain a deadly 
swine flu outbreak that 
has killed up to 176 peo¬ 
ple. 

Nobody knows for sure, 
but scientists say the ori¬ 
gins are in fact far less 
sinister and are likely ex¬ 
plained by the ability of 
viruses to mutate and 
jump from species to 
species as animals and 
people increasingly live 
closer to each other. 

“The pig has been con¬ 
sidered the mixing bowl 
of influenza viruses. Both 
avian flu and pig flu 
viruses have spread via 
the pig to humans,” Paul 
Yeo, a virologist at 
Durham University in 
Britain, said Thursday. 

“The problem now 
with this virus is that it 
has picked up a mixture 
of elements, now includ¬ 
ing human elements. It’s 
a complex virus.” reuters

Situation ‘all-out chaos,’ local says

fire Spryfield resident Hen¬ 
ry Eisenhauer said he’s nev¬ 
er seen anything quite like 
the massive fire he saw 
from his window Thursday 
afternoon. 

“It’s all-out chaos,” he 
said over the phone from 
his Greystone Drive home, 
just off of Herring Cove 
Road. “There are people all 
over the sides of the roads.” 


He said police officers and 
fire fighters were also all 
over the place, trying to 
control both people and the 
blaze itself. 

“I have seen high flames, 
reaching at least 100 feet,” 
Eisenhauer said, adding 
dark billowing smoke 
seemed to reach up into the 
sky for thousands of feet. 

Fortunately, he said his 
home wasn’t at risk by early 
Thursday evening. 

A man who was evacuat¬ 
ed told media on the scene 


that he had to leave his dog 
and bird behind because he 
had to flee his home so 
quickly. He said emergency 
crews should have warned 
residents sooner. 

“I could have done some¬ 
thing about my house — I 
could have gotten the ani¬ 
mals out,” he said. 

CBC News later reported 
that he was able to return to 
his house, which hadn’t 
been touched by the fire. 
Some of his neighbours 
weren’t so lucky.

With a government defeat 
seemingly inevitable, the 
Nova Scotia legislature 
kicked off to a raucous 
start Thursday. 

After trading salvos, the 
house of assembly broke 
down into a shouting 
match in the middle of 
question period. 

Liberal MLA Vicky Conrad 
was trying to ask a question 
when heckling back and 
forth drowned her out. Both 
NDP Leader Darrell Dexter 
and Liberal Leader Stephen 
McNeil, among many oppo¬ 
sition members, loudly ac¬ 
cused the government of 
hiding their budget. 

“I’ll table that budget 
right now,” yelled Finance 
Minister Jamie Muir while 
pounding his desk. 

McNeil responded with 
“Then stand up and do it!” 

After trying and failing to 
restore order, speaker of the 
house Alfie MacLeod eventu¬ 
ally regained control. 

“Everyone take a deep 
breath,” he said after raising 
to his feet. 


The outburst came after 
the government and opposi¬ 
tion spent the morning ac¬ 
cusing each other of forcing 
an election. Yesterday the 
Tories tabled a bill to 
change finance laws and 
give them another $100 
million in budget room. 

The Conservatives say 
they had to spend the mon¬ 
ey to save jobs. The opposi¬ 
tion say they’re trying to 
cook the books to cover up 
for falling into deficit. 

An election will be trig¬ 
gered if neither opposition 
party supports the bill. Both 
the NDP and Liberals have 
refused to do that. 

Muir speculated the oppo¬ 
sition might change its 
mind, but that idea was 
quickly rejected. 

“He’s now wanting us to 
participate in changing the 
law retroactively to cover 
their mismanagement,” Mc¬ 
Neil said. “I told them 
months ago I wasn’t willing 
to do that. I don’t know 
what more I can say.” 

Debate on the bill begins 
Friday and will likely run in¬ 
to next week, unless the To¬ 
ries decide to call an elec¬ 
tion over the weekend.

two prisoners who were 
accidentally released from 
custody this spring and 
most recently, a man was 
kept behind bars for two 
months too long.

Four new Nova Scotian 
cases of swine flu, now 
referred to as influenza A 
(H1N1) by the World 
Health Organization, 
were confirmed 
Thursday, bringing the 
total in the province to 
eight.

fundy Nova Scotia is 
primed to become a global 
leader in tidal power, Ener¬ 
gy Minister Bany Barnet 
said Thursday. 

“I am hopeful that (the 
Bay of) Fundy will become 
the world’s ultimate testing 
ground for tidal energy de¬ 
vices,” he said inside the 
Cherubini Metal Works 
plant on Pleasant Street. “I 
want people to say: ‘it’s built 
to the Fundy standard.’” 

Barnet made that claim at 
a press conference an¬ 
nouncing that the Dart¬ 
mouth firm has won a $1.7 
million contract to build a 
subsea base for a turbine 
that will whip up tidal 
waves from the bottom of 
the bay. The turbine is the 
first of its kind to be in¬ 
stalled in Canadian waters 
by Dublin-based company 
OpenHydro and, according 
to the province, will be the 
height of a two-storey home 
and could generate enough 
electricity for 800 homes 
when it’s secured to the

chief health officer said. 

“We are not seeing se¬ 
vere cases such as have

“We’re going to deploy 
this unit and learn from it,” 
said Nick Murphy of Open- 
Hydro. 

Murphy called the Bay of 
Fundy “a uniquely powerful 
resource,” since it’s one of 
the strongest tidal sites in 
the world. It will also be 
“one of the toughest sites,” 
he said, with challenges 
such as working with ice 
and murky waters. “I think 
if it will work here it will 


been experienced in Mexi¬ 
co,” said Dr. Robert 
Strang. “We expect to con¬ 
tinue to see new cases and 
spread beyond King’s- 
Edgehill across the 
province. As with normal 
flu, as we see the numbers 
increase it’s quite proba¬ 
ble that we will see more 
severe cases and potential¬ 
ly even some deaths.” 

Strang repeated his in¬ 
structions to the public: 
wash your hands often, 
cough and sneeze into 
your sleeve and, if you 


work pretty much any¬ 
where.” 

Cherubini and OpenHy¬ 
dro aren’t the only compa¬ 
nies working on test tur¬ 
bines, as Minas Basin Pulp 
and Power has partnered 
with Marine Current Tur¬ 
bines in the United King¬ 
dom and Canadian compa¬ 
ny Clean Current Turbines 
is also putting together a 
project. The province says 
all three in-stream turbines, 
which differ from tradition-

More flu cases 
are expected 

Results must still come in 


Influenza A (H1N1) contin¬ 
ues to march across Cana¬ 
da with 34 confirmed, but 
mild cases across five 
provinces — and 
infectious disease experts 
say this may be the tip of 
the iceberg. 

In Canada, there have 
been 15 new confirmed pos¬ 
itive cases of the flu, formal¬ 
ly referred to as swine flu, 
since Wednesday, bringing 
the total to 34. British Co¬ 
lumbia has five new cases, 
Alberta four, there are an¬ 
other four in Nova Scotia, 
one in Ontario and one in 
Quebec. But more cases are 
expected as test results 
from nasal swab samples 
become available. 


In Vernon, B.C., 500 stu¬ 
dents at a French immer¬ 
sion elementaiy school 
were sent home for the 
week after one of their 
classmates tested positive 
for the swine flu after a trip 
to Mexico. It’s the first 
school closure reported in 
Canada. The student who 
tested positive is experienc¬ 
ing a mild case of the flu 
and is at home recovering, 
said Dr. Perry Kendall, B.C.’s 
provincial health officer. 

The swine flu virus origi¬ 
nated in pigs, and has genes 
from human, bird and pig 
viruses. Scientists don’t 
know exactly how it 
jumped to humans.

Global 
markets were talcing the 
news of swine flu, which 
the World Health Organiza¬ 
tion officially renamed to 
influenza A (H1N1) Thurs¬ 
day, in stride. 

But if the outbreak shuts 
down trade, the cost to the 
global economy could reach 
trillions of dollars, World 
Bank studies have estimat¬ 
ed.

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Hidden worlds of HRCs 

Freedom is a Canadian value that we shouldn't give up 



-hree years ago I 

was the publisher 
of a magazine that 
printed pictures of 
some Danish car¬ 
toons of Muhammad. They 
were newsworthy because 
those cartoons sparked ri¬ 
ots in the Muslim world 
that killed more than 100 
people. We wanted to show 
our readers what all the 
fuss was about. 

But by doing so, I was 
charged by the government 
of Alberta with “hate 
speech,” and prosecuted 
for 900 days by 15 govern¬ 
ment lawyers and bureau¬ 
crats at Alberta’s human 
rights commission (HRC). I 
was finally acquitted, but 
not before spending 


$100,000 in legal fees. 

Funny: I thought free¬ 
dom of speech, freedom of 
the press and freedom of 
religion were hu¬ 
man rights! 

While I was be¬ 
ing hunted by the 
government be¬ 
cause of my politi¬ 
cal views, I re¬ 
searched these 
HRCs and discov¬ 
ered a whole un¬ 
derground legal 
system —14 com¬ 
missions across 
the country, with 
1,000 full-time staff, and an 
annual budget of $200 mil¬ 
lion. HRCs rarely make the 
news, and their procedures 
are nothing like real courts. 
They’re not even run by re¬ 
al judges, and they lack the 
procedural checks and bal¬ 
ances to make sure we 
don’t commit injustices. 

Perhaps the most terrify¬ 


ing thing I learned in my re¬ 
search was that in the 32 
years that the federal Cana¬ 
dian Human Rights Com¬ 
mission has been 
prosecuting “hate 
speech” cases, 
not a single per¬ 
son had ever 
been acquitted of 
the charge. A 100 
per cent convic¬ 
tion rate is some¬ 
thing you’d ex¬ 
pect from a coun¬ 
try like China or 
Iran, not Canada. 
Then again, ban¬ 
ning words — even offen¬ 
sive words — isn’t a Canadi¬ 
an tradition, either. We de¬ 
bate people we disagree 
with, or we ignore them. 
We don’t have the govern¬ 
ment prosecute them. 

My case, and a similar 
case involving Mark Steyn 
and Maclean’s magazine, 
brought the hidden worlds 


of HRCs into the light. 
Since then, politicians and 
journalists alike have con¬ 
demned them for their un- 
Canadian attempts to cen¬ 
sor citizens. 

Freedom of speech is 
something we take for 
granted, so we rarely think 
about it. But the price of 
freedom is eternal vigi¬ 
lance. 

We’ve got to reform 
these HRCs, to get them 
out of the censorship busi¬ 
ness. And we’ve got to re¬ 
mind Canada’s other cen¬ 
sors — from university 
“speech code” enforcers to 
the radio and TV regulators 
at the CRTC — that free¬ 
dom is a Canadian value 
and we won’t give it up eas¬ 
ily.

Canada taking 
stake in Chrysler 

Governments to give $ 2 . 42 B 


Canada’s government will 
take an ownership stake in 
troubled automaker 
Chrysler in exchange for 
more than $2 billion US in 
loans under a sweeping 
North American rescue 
plan, government officials 
said on Thursday. 

Chiysler filed for Chap¬ 
ter 11 bankruptcy protec¬ 
tion in the United States 
earlier in the day and also 
entered into an alliance 
with Italian automaker Fi¬ 
at SpA. 

The Canadian govern¬ 
ment, along with Ontario, 
will provide $2.42 billion 
in financing to assist with 
the restructuring process.

Quiznos closes stores 
amid outlets’ lawsuit 

Franchisees allege overcharging for supplies 


The president of a group 
of disgruntled Quiznos 
franchisees says the fast- 
food chain has been grant¬ 
ed a court injunction, forc¬ 
ing him to close his three 
Oakville, Ont.-area restau¬ 
rants. 

Doug Johnson said the 
injunction, effective yes¬ 
terday, was ordered within 
days of another court rul¬ 
ing allowing the fran¬ 
chisees’ lawsuit against 
Quiznos to proceed as a 
class action. 

The franchisees allege in 
their lawsuit that Quiznos 
is overcharging them for 
supplies.

Throw in Crosby’s run¬ 
ning mate, Art Ross win¬ 
ner and Hart Trophy candi¬ 
date Evgeni Malkin, and 
the flamboyant Ovechkin’s 
supporting cast, Alexander 
Semin and Nicklas Baclc- 
strom, and the league has 
a match made in heaven. 

“It makes for a great sto¬

Human Swine Influenza in Nova Scotia 


Dear Fellow Nova Scotians: 

Public health professionals in partnership with all district health authorities 
across Nova Scotia continue to monitor and respond to human swine influenza. 
Nova Scotia has a strong public health system, with highly skilled and caring 
professionals, and I am confident in our ability to manage this issue. 

The information we are providing to you on human swine influenza is likely 
to change. The situation is evolving rapidly, nationally and internationally, and 
we will keep you informed as new information becomes available. 

If you do not have symptoms, it is important to remember that daily activities 
should continue as normal. It is safe to go to school, work and socialize. 
Symptoms to watch for include fever and cough in combination with fatigue, 
headache and sore throat. 

Fortunately, the confirmed cases of human swine influenza in Nova Scotia so 
far have been mild, with no need for hospitalization. Any additional cases will 
be thoroughly investigated. 

I fully expect the virus to spread, and when it does, we can expect to see more 
severe cases develop. We will continue to use our established public health 
practices and our network of health professionals to manage any additional 
cases of human swine influenza in the province. 

If you have influenza-like symptoms, and have recently traveled to an area 
affected by human swine influenza, like Mexico, or have been in contact with 
someone who has human swine influenza, it is important to avoid close contact 
with others for seven days after your symptoms start. This is the time when 
the illness can be spread to others. Stay home from work, school, public places 
and avoid social settings. Minimize contact with family members as much as 
possible. Like any illness, should your symptoms worsen, visit your doctor or 
a walk-in clinic and be sure to mention your travel history. 

If you are experiencing influenza-like symptoms, but have not been exposed 
to human swine influenza, either through recent travel to an affected area or 
contact with someone who has it, treat it as you would a normal seasonal 
influenza. Stay home, rest and drink plenty of fluids. If it gets worse, again, 
see a doctor. 


You should also be aware that the Public Health Agency of Canada has issued 
a travel advisory urging all travelers to postpone non-essential travel to Mexico 
until further notice. Those who have to travel to an affected area, and have 
not received an influenza shot, are advised to get one. 

We do not recommend the use of masks by the general population, as they 
have not been proven effective in reducing the risk of infection. Furthermore, 
we do not recommend the use of anti-virals such as Tamiflu for treating mild 
illness or for prevention. 

Remember, as always, the best way to avoid illness is through prevention. Wash 
your hands thoroughly and often, cough into your sleeves and stay away from 
public places if you are sick.

Leading the charge in 
three popular X-Men 
movies turned Wolverine 
(and actor Hugh Jackman) 
into one of Hollywood’s 
most alluring big-screen 
superheroes. Now, with 
his origin on-screen for all 
to see, a mostly uninspired 
movie may nullify the mu¬ 
tant’s mystique. 

In fact, although Wolver¬ 
ine is jam-packed with ac¬ 
tion and eye-catching spe¬ 
cial effects, at 108 minutes 
(modest compared to most 
superhero movies), it may 
actually suffer from its 
own succinctness. 

It all begins with an en¬ 


gaging prologue set in 
1845, after young James 
Logan tragically discovers 
the spiky claws that occa¬ 
sionally protrude from his 
knuckles. 

From there, director 
Gavin Hood (Tsotsi) treats 
us to a stylish but inexpli¬ 
cable decades-spanning 
credit sequence featuring 
Logan and his brother Vic¬ 
tor (whose mutant gifts in¬ 
clude the razor-sharp “fin¬ 
gernails of a bag lady”) bat¬ 
tling together through the 


Civil War, two World Wars 
and Vietnam. 

They’re either immortal 
or extremely youthful- 
looking for their age — 
we’re to presume. 

Eventually, they find 
themselves in a secret or¬ 
ganization of mutants led 
by the diabolical Colonel 
Stryker (Danny Huston). 
But after Logan abandons 
the corrupt squad, he is 
forced into defending 
himself from his now- 
vengeful brother and

Stryker’s deceptive experi¬ 
ment to enhance mutant 
powers. 

Several other mutants 
pop up along the way (in¬ 
cluding the as-yet un¬ 
named character Cyclops) 
but as mildly-amusing as 
their appearances are, 
many seem extraneous or 
simply underdeveloped. 
As well, hardcore fans 
may take issue with a few 
liberties in the folklore.

review James Gray’s su¬ 
perb 2007 thriller We 
Own the Night concluded 
with an affirmation of 
love wracked by painful 
ambivalence, and his fol¬ 
low-up, Two Lovers, ends 
on a similarly devastating 
note. 

It’s not that the film, 
which borrows narrative 
elements from Fyodor Dos¬ 
toevsky’s short story 
White Night, contains 
much in the way of sur¬ 
prise. 

From the moment that 
bipolar amateur photog¬ 
rapher Leonard (Joaquin 
Phoenix) locks eyes on his 
gorgeous blond neigh¬ 
bour Michelle (Gwyneth 
Paltrow) in the hallway of 


the Brighton Beach apart¬ 
ment complex where he 
lives with his parents, it’s 
apparent that we’re deal¬ 
ing with a one-way attrac¬ 
tion. 

What makes Two Lovers 
so affecting, then, is how 
seriously it takes its protag¬ 
onist’s lovelorn condition 
— in lieu of a Hollywood 
Meet Cute. 

Gray gives us an empa- 
thetic yet faintly disturbing 
portrait of all-consuming 
obsession. 

A lot of the credit is due 
to Phoenix’s terrifically 
modulated lead perform¬ 
ance. 

But Gray, who is fre¬ 
quently mischaracterized 
as a macho auteur, also 
gives us two compelling 
female characters. 

Besides Paltrow’s credi¬ 
bly damaged, endlessly 
self-destructive party-girl 
Michelle, there’s also San¬ 
dra (Vinessa Shaw), an in¬ 
troverted young woman 
who has been positioned 
as a love match for 
Leonard by his overbearing 
parents.

the wedding of his brother, 
played by Breclcin Meyer 
(several shades paler and a 
good head shorter than 
McConaughey) and pro¬ 
ceeds to bah-humbug the 
whole celebration in a not- 
terribly-convincing down- 
with-love drunken tirade. 

Of course, there to chal¬ 
lenge his status quo is the 
one who got away, played 
begmdgingly by Jennifer 
Garner. 

After a particularly im¬ 
pressive scotch intake, Con¬ 
nor runs into the ghost of 
his dead uncle (Michael 
Douglas), who warns him 


that he will be visited by 
three ... well, you know the 
rest. The ensuing flashbacks 
serve solely to make fun of 
hairstyles and music from 
the past 25 years, which are 
apparently funny only be¬ 
cause they are no longer 
popular. Good to know. 

But the movie’s greatest 
sin — and there are many, 
from a forced and lifeless 
wedding cake catastrophe 
to an actual rain of used 
condoms — is its pervasive 
misogyny. Douglas’ charac¬ 
ter gets to spout most of 
the woman-hating bro¬ 
mides, because he can get 
away with since he’s from 
a bygone era (or so the 
filmmakers’ logic seems to 
go). In the end, Connor 
learns his lesson and eveiy 
single character — even 
the most minor, some of 
whom never even had dia¬ 
logue — is painstakingly 
paired off. The movie 
thinks it’s charming, but it 
really isn’t. Much like its 
protagonist.

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Picking up the pieces 

Lady Sovereign returns revitalized with new album Jigsaw

Something seemed amiss 
with Lady Sovereign at a 
certain point during her 
U.S. promotional tour in 

2007. 

Riding on a wave of hype 
after her Jay-Z-endorsed 
signing to Def Jam Record¬ 
ings, the British rapper 
buckled under the pressure 
in the most public of ways. 
She ranted about being 
broke and depressed on¬ 
stage in Brooklyn, N.Y., 
abandoning her set after 
two songs to a sea of jeers. 

That moment — immor¬ 
talized on YouTube — 
marked the start of a down¬ 
ward spiral for the self-pro- 
claimed “biggest midget in 
the game,” who’d spent a 
couple of years prior rising 
from the U.K.’s under¬ 
ground grime hip-hop 
scene. 

While her debut album 
Public Warning’s first sin¬ 


gle Love Me Or Hate Me 
topped charts, she failed to 
catch on in the States and 
was eventually dropped 
from her label. 

The massive touring and 
publicity blitz Lady Sover¬ 
eign underwent during that 
phase of her career was 
frustrating, but not 
without its lessons. 

“I learned that 
there’s a line that I 
had to draw for 
myself to keep my¬ 
self sane and not 
tire myself out,” 
she told Metro 
over the phone 
from her place in 
London. “Be¬ 
cause it’s not 
good for me 
or anyone 
else around

me. Trust me.” 

When she returned to 
England, Sovereign was un¬ 
able to focus on music, so 
she took six months off and 
did “not much, to be hon¬ 
est.” 

“I just hung out with 
friends, had a so¬ 
cial life again, 
just went back to 
normality,” she 
says. “And that’s 
what inspired 
me, really.” 

The fruits of 
that inspiration 
can be heard 
on her new 
album, 

Jig- 
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saw, released on her own 
Midget Records. The album 
has a much more electronic 
feel than her last, and finds 
the rapper chanting M.I.A.- 
style and doing a whole lot 
of singing — a surprise, giv¬ 
en that “I can’t dance and I 
really can’t sing” was one of 
the hooks on Love Me Or 
Hate Me.

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Lending voices to Parker 

New animated series co-stars Kristin Booth and Kim Cattrall

Kristin Booth has spoken 
to, reacted at and also 
stars alongside Sex and 
the City siren Kim Cattrall 
... but she's never even 
met her. 

“I hope I get to meet 
her,” the sprightly Genie¬ 
winning actress from 
Kitchener, Ont., says with 
a booming laugh. “That’s 
the most challenging 
thing about animation. 
You’re not generally in the 
studio with the other ac¬ 
tors. You’re by yourself.” 

Booth stars as title char¬ 
acter Parker Novak in Pro¬ 
ducing Parker, a new 
prime time animated se¬ 
ries that premieres Mon¬ 
day on TVtropolis. Her 
character is the producer 
of a daytime talk show, 
The Dee Show, where she 
must reconcile the neurot¬ 
ic habits of host Dee — 
voiced by Cattrall. 

“Dee is crazy ... basically 
every stereotype of an ob¬ 
sessive compulsive but 
combined with a ladder 
climbing, alcoholic, 

anorexic, self-possessed, 
self-obsessed woman,” 
Booth says, laughing. 
“Parker has to wrangle 
her.” 

And despite having to 
act with an absent Cat- 
trail, Booth says the ac¬ 
tress’ effective vocalisation 
of Dee informed her own. 

“I got to listen to some 


of the stuff she recorded 
which helped me tremen¬ 
dously because I knew 
where she was going with 
Dee and how Parker would 
react to that and interact 
with the way she was play¬ 
ing Dee.” 

Still, she cites the 
process of acting in isola¬ 
tion as one of the most dif¬ 
ficult parts of voicing an 
animated character. 

“It’s bizarre!” she says. 


“You’re in there and you 
could be falling from a 
building and screaming 
and you have to...” Booth 
pants “...do breath. It’s all 
your voice. You can’t show 
anything with your facial 
expressions.” 

But in constriction, 
Booth finds release. 
“When you only have your 
voice, nobody can see 
you,” she says.

allowed her uninhibited 
use of usually visible act¬ 
ing characteristics to bol¬ 
ster her vocal timbre. “All 
the weird facial expres¬ 
sions or contorted body 
movements you would 
probably do but you know 
would look ridiculous on 
camera you can do! And 
nobody but the director 
and engineers see you!” 

Not being seen on 
screen might be a deal 
breaker for most emerging 
young actresses like 
Booth, still fresh off film 
festival successes like 
Young People F—ing and 
This Beautiful City. But 
Booth says she’s always 
strived to work on projects 
she would want to watch, 
punctuating her passion 
for Parker. 

“Here was an opportuni¬ 
ty to challenge myself like 
I had never been chal¬ 
lenged before and do 
something I’ve never real¬ 
ly done before but also be 
a part of something 
groundbreaking in the 
way of an adult cartoon 
geared toward women,” 
she says. “The things that 
were enticing me to it 
were so large, there was 
no way I could say no.”

music It wasn’t long ago 
that Montreal’s Patrick 
Watson was an unknown 
musician trekking across 
the trans-Canada. But, after 
receiving a new group of 
the year Juno nomination 
and winning the Polaris 
Music Prize in 2007, Wat¬ 
son’s sophomore record, 
Close to Paradise, became a 
favourite listen among in¬ 
die fans around the world. 

It was a heady time for 
the guitarist and singer 
who says winning the Po¬ 
laris Prize made a differ¬ 
ence. “It was significant in 
Europe, maybe because the 
Canadian music scene is so 
strong,” says Watson on the 
phone from Berlin. “It has 
more weight than the 
Junos when it comes to 
bands in the same scene as 


Arcade Fire and Wolf Pa¬ 
rade.” 

Now, with a dedicated 
fan base behind him, Wat¬ 
son and his band just re¬ 
leased Wooden Arms, an at¬ 
mospheric collection of 


lush, Radiohead-lilce tunes. 

The disc was recorded 
just after the band finished 
a two year tour in late 2008, 
so the group hasn’t experi¬ 
enced much downtime 
since releasing their previ¬ 


ous record. They have no 
plans to push themselves as 
hard this time around. “We 
won’t tour nearly as much 
for this record,” he says. 
“We don’t want to do that 
over again.” 

Watson’s reluctance to 
embark on a lengthy tour is 
one reason why the band 
churned out their new 
record in a matter of weeks. 
He wanted to release an al¬ 
bum quickly to capitalize 
on all the travelling the 
band has done, and he 
hopes it’s good enough to 
satisfy the fans that won’t 
be seeing him play. 

“We felt a little rushed,” 
he reveals. “We could have 
taken a couple more weeks 
mixing, but, because we 
toured so much we didn’t 
want to start from scratch 
in Europe. We wanted to 
keep the ball rolling until 
we have a spot in people’s 
hearts.”

Berlin’s Admiralspalast 
theatre — just blocks to

It is the eagerly awaited 
German rendition of 
Brooks’ record-setting mu¬ 
sical about two men trying 
to create a Broadway flop 
that ran for six years with 
more than 2,500 perform¬ 
ances. It grossed $300 mil¬ 
lion in New York and $1 
billion worldwide. 

Hitler was himself a pa¬ 
tron of the same 1,700-seat 
Admiralspalast theatre. 

But because Hitler and 
the crimes of the Third Re¬ 
ich remain a sensitive is¬ 
sue in Germany, local me-

“Mel Brooks has shown 
how totally ridiculous 
Hitler was and given us the 
chance to laugh about 
him.

It’s a comedy about a cou¬ 
ple of crooks. But I’m con¬ 
vinced it's liberating for 
Germans to be able laugh 
about Hitler.”

New film explores legacy of Hitler's top director 


A new German film turns 
the spotlight on a man 
many in the country would 
rather forget: Veit Harlan, 
director of infamous Nazi 
propaganda movie, Jud 
Suess, a wartime hit that 


helped set the tone for the 
Holocaust. 

Harlan — Im Schatten 
von Jud Suess (Harlan — In 
the Shadow of ‘Jew Suess’), 
which recently opened in 
Germany, focuses on the 


filmmaker’s most notorious 
work, looking back at his 
output through the eyes of 
the extended family he left 
behind. 

Director Felix Moeller 
told Reuters that by shoot¬ 


ing the documentaiy he 
had hoped not only to ex¬ 
plore the previously taboo 
subject of Harlan, but also 
how the family had dealt 
with the legacy of his work 
for Adolf Hitler’s regime. 


“Our history as a nation 
under Nazism has been re¬ 
searched in great depth. But 
a lot of families still haven’t 
done anything to find out 
what went on inside them,” 
said Moeller, 43. 


In interviews with Har¬ 
lan’s surviving children and 
grandchildren, the film 
presents a broad spectrum

INGREDIENTS: 

1 can (19 oz / 540 ml) fava 
beans 

2-3 sprigs of fresh mint 
1/2 lb (250 g) feta cheese 
1/2 lb (250 g) peeled, 
cooked shrimp 
FOR DRESSING: 

1 large lemon 

6 tbsp (90 ml) extra virgin 

olive oil 

1 clove garlic 

Salt and black pepper 

METHOD:
